CONSECRATION 
CEREMONY AT 
BALLINASLOE 


_———_o— 


Ballinasloe was en féte on Sunday when 
one who was a native of its very soil was 


consecrated bishop. 
was the Right Rev. 


The new bisho 
Monsignor Patrick Joseph Kelly, 8.M.A., 
who, after nineteen years in the West African 
mission field, returned to be consecrated in 
St. Michael’s Church, in the presence of his 
mother, his two brothers and three sisters, 
and the friends and companions of his youth, 
as Titular Bishop of Tignicia and Vicar 
Apostolic of Nigeria. 

Dr. Kelly is a remarkable man, who has 
become a recognised expert in the native 
African dialects, many of which he speaks 
with a fluency equal to his English and his 
native Irish. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, Archbishop 
of Tuam, presided at the ceremony of con- 
secration. The consecrating prelate was the 
Most Rev. Dr. Dignam, Bishop of Clonfert, 
and the assistant bishops were the Most 
Rev. Dr. Mulhern, Bishop of Dromore, and 
the Right Rev. Dr. Neville, C.S.Sp., Bishop 
of Carres. The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Father Antoine Kelly, O.F.M., Mer- 
chant’s quay, Dublin, a friend of the new 
bishop’s boyhood and native of Ballinasloe. 

Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., was present, 
and was accommodated with a special seat 
at the altar rails. 

Father Antoine in his sermon referred to 
world conditions, and said that to-day Anti- 
Christ occupied the seats of the high and 
the mighty. They had witnessed the most 
insidious attack upon the faith ever made 
in history—the perversion of the risin 
generation... . . But when the dictators o 
this day were laid low in their elemental 
dust, and the er of arms ha 
itself to silence in a maelstrom of misery, and 
when new rulers guided the destinies of 
nations and of men, the Apostolic line would 
continue to be supplemented — Em guch 
ceremonies as they now were privileged to 
witness, and in t the Divine promise 
would continue to find fulfilment.

APPOINTED PROFESSOR 


It appeared that in June, 1929, the Depart- 
ment of Education advertised for professors 
for colleges such as Colaiste Muire in Tour- 
makeady, and Mrs. McDonnell, who then was 
unmarried, obtained one of the positions. She 
was appointed a professor for the college at 
Falcarragh at a salary of £220 per annum, 
rising by increments of £10 to a maximum 
of £300 a year. The advertisement stated 
that the posts were not pensionable, The 
appointment was to be for one year. No 
formal agreement ever had been submitted 
to her for signature. In February, 1931, she 
was appointed professor in the college at 
Tourmakeady on the same conditions, and, 
following her marriage in January, 1937, her 
employment was terminated after three 
months’ notice. 

The Minister denied that she had been 
wrongfully dismissed, and said that the 
notice given was reasonable. 

The trial judge held that the only reason- 
able time to determine an appointment such 
as that was at the end of the school year, 
as he was satisfied that only then was there 
a reasonable likelihood of the teacher getting 
@ new appointment. He would consider 
nothing under six months’ notice sufficient. 
It seemed to him that Mrs. McDonnell’s 
position could not be determined until the end 
of the school year of 1938. at would give 


her a further year’s salary, which would be 
£280. 


THE CONTRACT 


The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that he was of opinion that the contract in 


question in this case was not, either ex- 


ressly or by presumption of law, a contract 
or one year, but was one for an indefinite 


period. That being so, the trial judge was 
right in holding that there should be 


implied 
in the contract a provision for the termina- 


tion of the employment under it, and that in 
the absence of yf custom or usage the em- 
ployment should 


terminated by a reason- 
able notice. It was for the trial judge to 
determine what was reasonable notice in the 


circumstances, but not that it must terminate 


at a particular time. It followed that the 
trial Judge was wrong in holding that Mrs. 

’s employment should terminate 
only by notice expiring at the end of the 
school year. 

He saw no reason to question the decision 
of the trial judge that any notice less than 
six months would not be reasonable. The 
notice of April 25, 1937, 


July 31, 1937, was, therefore, inoperative, 
and she was in the same position as if she 
had been dismissed on the latter date with- 
out any notice. She was, therefore, entitled 
to six months’ salary in lieu of notice, and 
the damages should be assessed on that basis. 
s The other judges agreed with the Chief 
ustice. 


DISMISSAL ON MARRIAGE 


Mr. Justice Meredith, in his judgment, 
said that if the conditions in. respect of the 
obtaining of employment as a teacher were 
uniform, so that a dismissed teacher could 
hope to obtain re-employment only in the 
summer time, then it might be possible to 
read into the contract a term that the 
required notice should terminate at the end 
of the school year; but a teacher who had 
been dismissed because of her marriage would 


have to look for special teaching work, which 


probably would be as easily obtained in one 
He agreed 


that less than six months’ notice would not 


be reasonable in the case of an appointment 


to an office of this grade and character.

He had not, 
however, paid his annual subscription for 
1938, and accordingly, under the regulations 
then in force, he ceased to be a member of 
the Society on December 1, 1938, and had 
never been restored to membership. He had, 
since he ceased to be a member, continued 
to hold himself out to his customers and to 
the public generally as a member, and dis- 
played the letters ‘‘ M.P.S.I.” after his name 
on the glass panel of the door of his sho 
and also upon his billheads and labels. He 
had persisted in this, despite protests and 
objections by the Society. 

r. Justice Black—He may be a qualified 
chemist and not a member of the Society? 

Mr. Matheson—Yes.

Membership of the Society, said Mr. 
Matheson, definitely was something of value 
to pharmaceutical chemists who paid an 
annual subscription, and the value of that 
et would be impaired if every Tom, 
Dick and Harry were entitled to hold them- 
selves out to the ge as members. The 
practical effect would be to lower the value 
of the letters ‘‘M.P.S.I.’’ and of membership 
of the Society. If, indiscriminate use of the 
letters were permitted a very grave injury 
would result to the Society. Mr. Brennan 
had not taken any notice of the proceedings. 

Mr. Justice Black granted the declaration 
and injunction asked for, and Mr. Matheson 
said that the Society did not ask for damages 
or an inquiry.

Mr. Lavery, K.C., for the executors, said 
that on the occasion of making her will Miss 
Kennedy told her solicitor that ‘‘she had 
seen somebody almost run over,” and that 
it occurred to her that she should not put 
off making her will. Her estate consisted of 
cash, securities and house perty. 

She left £200 each to four young ladies, 
each a child of her four first co ; £200 
to her housekeeper, and the residue to the 
Bishop of Cork. Of the residue, £200 was 
to be applied for Masses for her soul and 
the souls of her parents, and the remainder 
in furtherance of the charitable missions 
under the bishop’s pares, and for the benefit 
of the St. Vincent de Paul Society in Cork, 
in shares to be determined cl the bishop.

the sense of anxiety and depression caused by 
the war brought an additional burden. But 
all this was more than compensated for by 
the magnificent welcome given to him where- 
ever he went. As they looked over the past 
year, and especially over the last nine months, 
they had much reason to thank God for the 
calmness and courage with which the work 
of the Church tad been pressed forward. 
There were some things that were regarded 
as of first importance at their Assembly— 
there was the work of church extension, 
which they felt to be an urgent necessity. 
The Convenors had not slackened in their 
efiorts during the year, and, while they had 
not attained their ultimate goal, they had 
met with considerable success.

THE FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Their people must be followed into the new 
districts and given an opportunity ‘of 
Christian worship.

rst time, although they were exposed to con- 
siderable peril on the voyage. They could not 
abandon the work of Christ’s Church even in 
these fateful days. There was no inconsistency 
between the work of Christ’s Church and 
loyalty to their country, which they gave 
with all their hearts in these grave and 
solemn days. The secret of their country’s 
greatness, as it was during the last war, was 
the service she could render to the world, and 
no service was greater than the quickening 
of the faith and ideals by which a people 
lived.

SIR ALFRED CALLAGHAN 


The death has occurred at his residence, 
72 Coldharbour road, Durdham Downs, 
Bristol, of Sir Alfred Callaghan, third son 
of the late Mr. James Walker Callaghan, 
11 Northumberland road, Dublin. Educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, of which he was 
an LL.D., Sir Alfred Callaghan was for a 
number of years Secretary to the old City 
of Dublin Steam Packet Company. He 
resigned from this position when he received 
the honour of Knighthood from the Earl of 
Aberdeen. Sir Alfred was born in 1865, and 
married, in 1914, a daughter of Mr. Charles 
Knighton-Warren, of St. John’s Wood, 
Fon ey He was the principal proprietor of the 
Church of ireland Gazette, and Directory, 
established by the late Mr. James Charles, 
whose son disposed of it, and also of the 
works in Abbey street.

BELFAST CORPORATION 
DECISION

From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Monday. 


The Belfast Corporation to-day refused a 
request from the General Officer commandin 
the troops in Northern Ireland that one Bel- 
fast cinema be opened for the entertainment 
of the soldiers on Sunday. 

The proposal, which led to a heated debate, 
was defeated by 29 votes to 14. 

At the outset of the meeting a deputation 
from the Orange Order and the Protestant 
Churches was heard on the matter, and, after 
Sir Joseph Davison, County Grand Master, 
and the Rev. Dr. Little, M.P., had addressed 
the Council, crowds which had gathered out- 
side the doors sang ‘‘ Rock of Ages,” and 
the business of the Corporation had to be 
suspended for a few minutes until the noise 
of the singing subsided. 

Councillor Boyle (Nationalist) said that the 
exhibition they had witnessed from the de- 
putation was enough to make every member 
vote in favour of Sunday opening, and Alder- 
man Pierce said that the deputation came 
there witha negative policy to screen behind 
sectarianism, Referring to the opposition 
to the proposal in the Council, he said that 
since he entered public life he had been 
grieved by the crooked, twisted conduct car- 
ried on behind closed doors in the name of 
religion and politics. The soldiers in the 
city might be passing throuch hell to-morrow, 
and he cried shame upon the men who came 
there in the name of Sabbatarianism to deny 
them a little comfort before going out to 
save the son! of the Empire. 

Councillor Hill said that he was opposed 
to Sunday cinemas on stricter Sabbatarian 
grounds than the members of the deputa- 
tion. He wanted to know if the deputation 
made any move against, Sunday golf, and, if

Now we have 
to state that the appeasement policy had 
penetrated the military arm. ‘The poison of 
complacence, based upon false political 
aims, had trickled drop by drop into 
the arteries of the. military system. 
Imaginatior had been stifled, enterprise dis- 
couraged, strategical ability neglected. The ail- 
powerful doctrine of “ the Maginot Line is 
our defence, let us await with calm the attack 
of our enemies,” silenced initiative and dis- 
couraged intelligent anticipation of the 
enemy’s plans. 


“ NOTRE GAMELIN ” 


The French ouality of scepticism and 
inquiry into the accepted commonplaces was 
killed by British praise of General Gamelin— 
“Notre Gamelin,’’ as the former British 
Secretary for War once remarked. 

The age-old statement that the Ardennes 
“was difticult country, and the Meuse a 
difficult river for an attacking force to cross ' 
was apparently never revalued on the basis 
of information of the capabilities of the 
Germans’ new offensive technique. It was 
assumed that the Germans would obligingly 
repeat the Schlieffen plan, so that both they 
and the French could rectify the errors made 
on both sides last time. The Germans would 
make the right wing heavy, and would 
sweep round, taking in the Channel ports in 
their stride. On the other hand, the French 
would make their corresponding left wing 
strong and highly mechanised in order to 
rush into Belgium and hold up the invaders 
somewhere along the line from Liege to 
Antwerp. 

The British Expeditionary Force, 
was, in fact, largely a mechanised column, 
was intended to take an important part in 
the dash into Belgium. One of the strongest 
and best equipped and trained sections of the 
French forces was also assigned to the Allied 
left wing.

COHRAP'S ARMY 
As M. Paul Reynaud has frankly stated, 


the section of the French Army which was to 
defend the Ardennes and the Meuse was less 
well trained, less well equipped and, it must 
be now inferred, less well commanded than 
the other forces used in the action. This 
was General Corap’s army. Not only were 
his forces spread out along the River Meuse 
in a very straggling line, but, for some 
reason or other, the bridges that should have 
been blown up were left intact. 

Perhaps we shall never clear up this 

mystery, but it is evident that it is the 
central feature of the whole “ battle from 
Flanders to the coast.” How were the 
Meuse bridges left for the sixty and seventy- 
ton tanks to rumble over into the centre of 
Northern France? Was it the brilliant 
action of some spy or the result of negligence, 
or just another example of the plenomenon 
which Mr. Chamberlain elevated into a policy 
of ‘‘ missing the 'bus. ' 
" As for the character of the German attack 
when it came, the French appear to heave 
been taken by surprise. Troops in shallow 
trenches and armed with machine guns were 
put in the forward posts to hold off attacking 
infantry, not moving fortresses, which were 
impervious to anything less than a field gun 
aimed at point-blank range. 


THE TIDE TURNS 


Thus the grisly period of- retreat was 
forced upon an army which had prepared to 
meet attack during eight months, Now the 
tide has begun slowly to turn. 

The new team, the reformed Reynaud 
Cabinet, with Marshal Petain as Vice- 
Premier, and the new military team which 
General Weygand is building up around him, 
is working with great resource and obstinacy 
to uhe the errors and rebuild a force 
capable of counter-attacking with success. 

ne hopeful feature is the fact that men 
with first-hand experience of the fighting, 
colonels chiefly, have stepped into the places 
of the discredited fifteen generals who have 
been removed from their commands. 

But a counter-attack takes many months to 
organise. The experience of the last war 
testifies to this. At the moment the French 
Forces on the southern line of the German's 
curving corridor to the Channel ports are con- 
centrating upon “‘ mopping up ” irregularities 
in the line. Too audacious advance units are 
cut off, and the line is ‘rectified’? and 
stabilised. That is accompanied by a re- 
grouping of the forces in preparation for a 
counter-attack—an attack which presumably 
would be an attempt to cut the corridor at 
some point. 


INVASION OF BRITAIN 


But the fact is that the Germans have kept 
the initiative so far, and, therefore, Genera! 

eygand may well be préparing some p!an 
to deal with the Germans’ next development, 
and not the present situation. As for the 
Germans, it seems incontestable that the next 
step is the invasion of Britain. The diffi- 
culties will be immense, but it does not seem 
that Hitler is disposed to worry unduly about 
the cost of his enterprise. The reaction of 
Britain to an attempt to invade her will be 
sympathetically followed in France France 
has been invaded herself so often that it has 
the characteristic of a recurrent plague. To 
Britons until recently the idea of invading 
Britain seemed fantastic and absurd. Now 
the reality will have to be dealt with. 

The French Army south of the Somme 
will do its best to provide a diversion.

Little 
loss of life was reported, because the staff was 
out at lunch. 

Several bombs landed near the Duke of 
Windsor’s house in the Boulevard Suchet, 
but the mansion did not appear to have been 
damaged. The Duke and Duchess were last 
reported at their home on the Riviera. 


FLATS CAVE IN 

Three blocks ot flats burst ‘into flames, 
after being hit by incendiary bombs. A block 
of flats in one avenue caved in, and the 
tenants of the building next door, staring 
through their glassless windows, were con- 
fronted with a 40-foot deep crater in their 
front garden. 

In most cases the raiders flew high in an 
attempt to escape the anti-aircraft fire. One 
underground station was struck, but nobody 
was hurt.

600 SMALL CRAFT 


“The rapid assembly of over 600 small 
craft, of all types, was carried out by 
volunteers. ‘These showed magnificent and 
tireless spirit. ‘Through the operation of the 
Small Craft MNegistration Order, the 
Admiralty already had full details of all 
available small vessels. 

‘The order for the assembly of these 
vessels -met with instantaneous response. 
Fishermen, yachtsmen, yacht builders, yacht 
clubs, river boatmen, and boat building and 
hirmg firms manned their craft with 
volunteer crews and rushed them to the 
assembly point, although they did not then 
know for what purpose they were required. 
They operated successfully by day and night 
under tho most difficult and dangerous con- 
ditions.

INCESSANT BOMBING 


“The whole operation was screened by 
Naval forces against any attempt by the 
enemy at interference by sea. In addition to 
almost incessant bombing and machine gun 
attacks on NDunkirk, the beaches, and the 
vessels operating off them, the port of 
Dunkirk, and the shipping plying to and fro 
were under frequent shell fire. This was to 
some extent checked by bombardment of the 
enemy artillery positions by our Naval forces. 
Naval bombardment also protected the Hanks 
of the withdrawal. 

“The enemy was active with submarines 
and high speed motor torpedo boats. Losses 
have been inflicted upon both these forces. 
The operation was rendered more difficult by 
shallow water, narrow channels, and strong 
tides. ‘he situation was such that one 
mistake in the handling of a ship might have 
blocked a vital channel or that part of the 
port of Dunkirk which could be used.

IDEAL LANDLORD 


Lord Erne owned forty thousand acres of 
land in the County Fermanagh, and was re- 
garded as the ideal landlord. Despite 
changes in conditions of land tenancy since 
he inherited the estate, not a single increase 
in rent was imposed by him. 

His tenants occupy a unique position, for 
there has not been an increase of rent for 
over a century. : 

When he leít the Army and settled down 
at Crom Castle, says our Enniskillen Corre- 
spondent, he took an intimate interest in all 
local affairs, joining the Fermanagh County 
Council and the local Farming Society. 


REPORTED MISSING 

He v reported missing three weeks ago. 
He w: second in command of North Irish 
Horse Light Tanks Corps, which he originally 
formed in Enniskillen, and was at the front 
for practical experience.
